Three Immln'd men wore at work in 
the shops, clciiniuK up, oilinK iu.ic.hiti- 
ery and malting a caroful iut-ix.'ctiou. In 
addition to theaoi 850 applications have 
been reoeived from old workmen. 

No tronble ooooRed ontil 4 o'clock 
when the laaadrr girla quit work. 
When they left toe worka they were 
■orronnded by« demonatratiTe mob of 
fhMtt 800 to 1,000 women and ehildren. 
A portion of the oiowd foUowed Minnie 
Kaufman throogh' fha ttreeta of Pull- 
man to her home. Near Market hall 
they stopped her prooeaa and began 
calung her namea, and one woman, it 
is laid, atnxck her in the face. SeTerol 
polioemen eteppod in at this jonctxxre 
and gave her protectiou aa far as her 
home. No urrest« wore made. 

In the meantime an escort of 10 po- 
lioemen led by Sergeout Riley was hav- 
ing an interesting time protecting 17 of 
the laondry girla who live in Roseland. 
A mob of nearly 600 women and chil- 
dren and a fow nieu followed them from 
the '.vorks down Florfinw avuuue and on 
One Hiuidred and Eleventh streot, across 
the Illinois ( cufral tracks. The polioe 
were not awnstomod to de.alins witli a 
crowd of tlie leiuininc K*''>der an;! did 
httle more than ket:'p the most tar buleut 
women t'roni seising hcdd Of the fright- 
ened girls. 

The eutir*' niarclj was enliveiied with 
fries of "scabs" and (itlier epitliefs. At 
Rosi'Iand, when th»' fjirls scparat<>d, eacli 
was followed home by a small group of 
the women, whose object H(M<med tobe 
t'l v;e where the girls liveil. 

At 5 o'clock ')0 Hollanders, who have 
bten employed about the works as lum- 
ber shovers, track giMdcru and repairers, 
left the southeastern gat<" of tlie works 
for their homes in Roseland. They had 
a Kuard of It! ixilice eoinninnded by 
Lieuti iKint }5i;.-.;i tt. Hearcel}' had they 
cKUUt from rlic works when 100 of the 
strikers, shouting "scabs" aad other 
names, Kiirroniidod them. They took 
the >iame coiirse toward Roseland as liud 
l,K-en tiilvi n by the laundry girls. Be- 
fore Roseland was reached, the crowd 
following them bad increased largely 
and it had become necessary for the po- 
lice to charge it several thnes with a 
liberal use of the clnb befoire it was dis- 

ried. Each of the men was followed 
his home by several strikers, baft 
wwe not molested. 

MIUTARY AT THE POLLS.

ChK'A(«">, .Tvdv 21. — The unusual sif^ht 
of military called to prcstrve or- 
der at the polls was witnessed at Poll- 
. man yesterday. At the Sixth primary 
district polling place of the Thirty- 
foorth ward, located at the Pullman en- 
ginehoQse, a hot flght was waged be- 
tween the factions sapporting George 
W. Miller and Frank Q. Bobey for 
nomination at the third senatorial con- 
veution. 

Miller's interest at the Pnlbnan polls 
were in charge of Alderman Chadwick, 
while the American Railway onion can- 
didate, Robey, was supported bj a large 
crowd of the strikers. The latter 
claimed that their man was not having 
fair play and that Miller had two of the 
three jud^'« s and all the clerks. They 
jilaced William birkhoff at the polls as 
eluiUenfj'er and Aldernuin Chadvs ick de- 
murred, claiming that Birkholf Wiis not 
a resident of tliu district. 

This caused a lively row luid for a 
time it looked lus if the crowd, which 
had rnpiill\' increased in size, would 
clean out liie jxiUing phK'e. The police 
wenmotili. il and sent a piitml wagou 
^^th Lieutenant Biussett and eight of- 
ficers U> the scene. At the same time 
Home one called for the tr(M)ps and two 
detachments of Company A, First regi- 
ment, wore sent on the (iouble quick to 
the polls. The show of force prevented 
any trouble and the ix)lice drove tho 
crowd ba< k from the puling phice.

Tlu' following cer- 
tificate wius yest«'rday handed a yard 
clerk on tlisit road, who liiwl reported 
two days ago for his old ijosition: 

This is to certify that has iK'en 

employed in the cai)acity of clerk in the 
yard depart ineiit ol' the .Missouri I'acilic 
system, ."-'I. Loui.s teriuiiial division, from 
April, lMt3, to.Iuiie, ls',i4, at wliich time it 
WH8 necessary to lay him oil on account of 
strlkv in the yards. Ho reported ior work 
OD the 18tliof July, but iu the meantime 
it was learned that he was a member of 
the American Railway union and was in 
sympathy with the strike movement so 
that we could not re-euiploy him. His 
work and conduct up to the time of the 
strike was perfectly satisfactory.

How the United States Sen- 
ators Put in the Day. 



NO RESULT WAS RIACHSD. 



An Afljoarnnient Taken Until Monday. 
Tlie U;»>'» D. liiilf f ;»rrle<l on Kiitirely by 
Uemoerate -The Uooae Tr»uuM)ta Con- 
■ld«r»bt« BMlnee* Md Holdt a Might 

Sestlon Devoted to I*cnAlnn Bii'inpsit. 

Washinoton, July 21,— Yesterday 
was one of dramatic interest in the sen- 
ate, for the fate of the tariff bill of 
l>>04 depended upon the course pnrsned 
in tho upper branch of congress. The 
friends of t}ie tarid bill wore anxious 
faces, ami more than once during the 
day felt that the very danger point had 
been, reached. The enemies of the bill 
at times believed that they would bo 
able to defeat it When the adjoom. 
ment came the litaatiaB waa itiU per* 
plexing. 

The senates prix'eedings proper were 
of a peculiar nature in that the debut*; 
was curri' d on entirely by the Demo- 
crats, save a brief speech by Senator 
Sherman and a iiu' stiiin by Senator Ald- 
ricli. The prin( i|iiil speei'hrs of tiie day 
wciv thii.ie of Senators Hill and Vest, 
though others ijontributed to the inter- 
est ut the occasion. Senator Hill's jxisi- 
tiou endorsing the president iu emphatic 
terms was one of the most oonapumoQs 
inciileiits of tjie day. 

Senator Vest took ixxja.sion to talk 
in plain terms in defense of the right of 
tile senate and house to manage its cion- 
fi'i-eiic^' without executive inrerfereiices. 
His cnticisui of the president's course 
and the action of J\Ir. Wilson was naa-e 
.si vcre than was expected. He spoke for 
the linuncf i:ommittee and the position 
of the senati' conferees. 

The action of Senator nVilas i pnved- 
mg his i<pe(K"h with :i motion to strike 
out tlu! one-eighlh dillerential on sug.ir 
was an additional sensation of a sensa- 
tional day from the fac;t that it w;is 
probable that the motion woulil carry, 
it caused coustematiuu until it wits 
found that the motion nuqr be declared 
out of order. 

The statements of Senator Smith and 
Senator Blauchard were important, as 
indicating that a change iu the sugar 
scliedule might mean the loss of their 
votes, while Senator Blauchard stated 
decidedly that he would not vote for the 
bill if this change was made. Senator 
tlray's vigorous speech was enlivoneti 
by a brisk colloquy with Senator Hill. 

The exciting day's proceedings dosed 
when Mr. CockreU moved that when thf) 
senate adjourn it will be to meet ur> 
Monday next. Mr. Hill attempted to 
resist the motion, but it was not de- 
batable The motion was carried 80 to 
23, Messrs. Hill and Irby voting with 
the Bepnblioans against the motion. 
Then at 6:10 the senate went lato ezecu- 
tive session and at 0:80 adjourned until 
Monday at U) o'clock. 

WABBiNOTON, July 91.— BecauaB of a 
very small attendance by reason of 
poater attractions in the senate, the 
house was able to transact much busi- 
ness in a short time. Half a dooen bills 
were passed without opposition or de- 
bute. Moat of the day was devoted to 
tho discussion of the resolution intro- 
duced by Tucker of Virginia to amend 
tho constitution by taking away from 
congress authority over the election of 
United States senators and empowering 
the states to prescribe the times, places 
and miuinur of holding elections for sen- 
ators. Before a vote was reached the 
house was compt'llcd, under tho regular 
order for Friday, to take a recess. '1 he 
night session waa devotod to pension 
business. 

TARIFF BI LL P ROSPECTS.

Tin re was no effort on the part of 
l)i luocriitic .senators to conceid the fot^t 
lhat ilie adjournnanit till .Monday was 
taken for the purpo.se of milking :ui ef- 
fort to bring the diverging elements of 
the party togei her. 

A rumor al-^o g. lined currency during 
tlie day that .i Dt-mocratic confeiviiie 
Would he hold before .Monday for this 
purpose, but it Wivs impossible to con- 
liriu tlie rci)ort. No eaJl for u caucus 
has yet been issiu^fL 

There is no iloubt, however, that the 
tinu^ will Ix' mainly devoted by a laj'ge 
element iu the party to raii>e Senator 
Vilas to withdraw his aiiu iiiiinent to 
the sug;ir .si^hedule, providing for a re- 
ce.ssiou by llie senate from the portion 
of the hugai- schedule of tho senate 
which i>r()vides a ditl'cn'utial duty of 1-8 
of a ctuit a ix)und ou rofiuod sugar. 

TIk' introiluctiou of this amendment 
by the Wi.scoiisin senator was the one 
event of the day of inii>ortaiioe bearing 
upon the fate of the bill, and probably 
eauso<l more tuixietv among the friamda 
of the measure than any other move 
that could have been made on the Dem< 
ocratic side.

As soon 
as he had ignited the ixjwder it burned 
along the trail luid the 400 pounds ex- 
ploded.

BEAL 0AU8E OF THE TBOUBLE. 



The Leading Independent Paper of 
tbe Country Puts the Blame on 
the B«p«bUeMh Party. 

;From the New Yoik IUth1(1.| 

In the timely interview with Mr. 
C liarles A. Pana which tlu' Herald re- 
printed yesterday Iroiii the Paris Mar- 
tin, the accomplished editor of the Stui 
lu'ld the Democratic jiarty chiefly re- 
sponsible for tlie })re8ent deplorable con- 
dition of alTaire in the country. He said : 

Mr. Cleveland, with wlifun the Demo- 
cratic party got into power, has jnoni- 
ised to re-estauliah order, and 1 am con- 
vinced that he will do so. Nevertheless, 
it maybe said that the Democratic {)arty 
has a measure of responsibility for re- 
cent events, for it is in a certain way re- 
sponsible for the commercial crisis from 
which we are sofTering. America is still 
very rich, but she is less so lor the last 
few years, and for the following reason : 

The Democratic party has belied all 
its promises. It obtained power on a 
tree trade platform, and since then it 
has done nothing in that direction. On 
the contrary, a tariff has just been elabo- 
rated which is quite as protective as the 
McKinley bill, and now that commercial 
industries have adjusted themselves for 
irce trade, they are being given a }irotec- 
tive tariir. The result is a general un- 
rest, which is one of the oansaa of the 
l>reHent troubles. 

The Herald cannot agree with this 
view. It holds the Repulilican and not 
t!u' Peiiiocratic party answerable for tlie 
pivsc-nt tioiihles. It v.a:- t!:c llcjiubli- 
cans who made the .McKinUy tarill, 
which, l>y giving artificial temporary pro- 
tection to American industry by nutans 
of a Cliinese wall aroaiid the country, 
over.-tijiiii'uiteii inoilnction greatly in 
excess of the deiiiand, tln^reby precipita- 
ting an iiiilii.'^tria! anii iinancial crisis and 
coinpelling the discharge of workingnicn 
and reduction of wages. The only possi- 
ble result is seen in the present labor 
crisis, for which the Republican and not 
the Democratic party is to blame. 

Nothing has been so ruinous to this 
country and nothing so dangerous iu 
time of peace as jjrotection. It has been 
as blighting to the interests of the work- 
ingman as the seventeen year locnsts to 
the crops of the farmer. Its very pur- 
pose has been to benefit the millionwres 
rather than the millionR. It has protec- 
ted wealthy wage payers, but not poor 
wage earners. It has shut out foreign 
competition with rich manufacturers and 
encouraged foreign competition with 
their employes by inundating the coun- 
try with foreign cheap labor. Under it 
the Pullmans, the (Jamegies and the 
Pricks have tloiirished and the American 
laborer has sullered. It has given the 
oyster to the master and the shell to tlie 
iimn. 

The natural and inevitable fruits of 
such a system have been seen every- 
where in closed factories, shut down 
mills, jiaraly/etl industries, re«hiced 
wages and idli^ workingmeii. They have 
been seen iu doll markets, financial strin- 
gency, industrial depn ssion and threat- 
ene<l panic. Worse than all they have 
been seen in the destitution of American 
workingmen, labor troubles ami disas- 
trous strilies. 

Of these deplorable coneeqneru'ei?, 
which culminated in the present diffi- 
culty, protection is the root and moving 
cause, and for protection the Republican 
party is responsible. It is its author, 
and nas idways been its champion.
